There were 94 (17.7%) fewer civil partnerships registered in 2014 compared to 2013. 
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There has been a steady decline in registered marriages per year from over 
40,000 marriages a year registered in the early 1970s to present day levels.

Ö The 2009 total of 27,524 was the lowest recorded since Victorian times, 
and the lowest ever recorded was 19,655 in 1858.
